JAPANESE OFFICIAL REPORT. 


With regard to the recent fighting in the 


Genoral Okazaki Yeports to General Baron 
Hasegawa to the following effect:— 


As areault of the proclamation of tha Imperial 
Rowript.of Disbaudmont on tho night of Jaly 
31, the Koran War Minister summoned the 
different Comnianders of native battalions hore 
to the Taiguangohong {official residence of 
Beron Hazegawa) st seven on the following 
morning and transmitted the Imporial decree to 
them, ‘Tho Commander of the ist Batialion of 
; tho let Si-wi Regiment was nol present owing 
to ill-health, 

A little pset 8 am, Captsin, Kurihars, 
Cnstractor of the Korean Army, drew up the 
‘Igt Batalionsf thelst Si-wi Regimont, with 
‘bho object of leading it to the parade ground 
inside the Eest Gite where the disbandment 
would take place. Suddsnly groaniug was hoard 
and.it was soon eilabli-bed thet the Korean 
Commander had committed suidide. ‘Excited 
bythe iucidant thesoldiera s ddenly left their 
ranks and great confusion onsued. A few 
momonts after they threatened lo atiack the 
Japanese instruciot who immediately, left tho 
barracka, . ‘ 

Tho Ist Baltationof the 2nd Si-wi Kagimont, 
| thebarracka of whish adjoin tha ist Battalion 
‘ of ie lat Rogimont, was then about to start 
for the parade groand led by Captain Ike, 
Japanese inetructot, But the mutinous be- 
haviour of their neighbours gave a stimu'us to 
viol aud the troops assanited their instructor, 
Caplain Ike was thax obliged to escape from 
tho barracks, 


The matinecrs broke open ihe magazines 
ant afler fully equipping themselves with 
arma rushed out of the barracks, They posted 
sentinels-around. the barracks aud the bulk of 
tho forces fired at random withia the barracks. 
‘The sentinols, too, began to fice aimless shots. 
In tho meantime o portion of the Koreans 
apparently run away. 


Previous to: thid the 3rd Bittalion of the 
5ist Regiment had been ordered to take charga 
of the barracks of the two above-mentioned 
Korean battalions and a detachmont of theYth 
Company and one of 10th were leaving their 
barracks inside the Great Bouth. Gate 
when the Korean mutinesrs rushed out and be- 
ganto fire. Wohermpon thoy dispatched to the 
barracks of the lt Battalion of the 2nd Re- 
gimont ond that of the 10th Company to the 
barracks: ‘of tho Ist Battalion of the Ist 
Regiment, The antinels and the bulk of the 
men io the barracks fired vigorously upon our
